Interior decorating should mean the art of placing one's home 
furnishings in as effective and harmonious a relationship as possi- 
ble. . . . Ordinarily, a family makes limited or piecemeal purchase 
of furniture, rugs and draperies, whereas the walls and ceilings 
are completely redecorated at regular intervals. I have attempted 
to point out how redecorating may be made to bring out the best 
in the things you already own. ... In the use of a casein paint 
(Luminall) we have two strong forces to help us. First, better 
lighting which gives life and animation to our furnishings. And 
second; truer, softer paint colors than ever before. There are 
some important practical considerations, too. But those we have 
reserved discussing until Page 14 is reached. ... In the pages 
which follow, I have outlined the considerations which would 
influence my recommendations if I were called in professionally 
to consult about the redecoration of your home.

WAR-TIME NOTES 

Luminall (white color) is widely used in 
industrial plants because of its high light 
reflection, one coat coverage and ease of 
application. If, and when war needs re- 
quire it, they will receive first consideration. 
★ 

As this is written none of the materials used 
in the manufacture of I^uminall are neces- 
sary to the war effort and all are of domestic 
origin. However, the supply of casein, a 
milk derivative, lessens with the export of 
cheese and condensed milk.

Time saved is time gained for defense. The 
use of Luminall paint requires fewer man- 
hours for its application. This is because 
one coat usually covers; it is applied with 
a wide brush; 40-minute drying.

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Ivory being a neutral color goes with practically every color combination . I t's a color 
that is light and cheerful and gives a fresh appearance to a room and its furnish- 
ings.

tShe harmony of colors and how much of 
each to use is called color balance. Color balance 
is achieved by using two main colors that are either 
direct opposites such as shades of red and green, or, 
the more subtle of indirect opposites such as shades 
of red and blue, or red and yellow. 

The dominant color is used on larger areas, usually 
walls, rugs and sofa. The second or brighter color 
gives character to the room and is usually to be 
f found in draperies and one or two chairs. 

A third color in small quantities as an "accent" 
is usually used to add the final charm to a room 
and is sometimes found in piping, lamp base or 
a striped upholstery pattern. 

In the chart below you will find each of the main 
colors and by reading across you will find the con- 




trasting color and the accent colors. While two 
accent colors are shown, we recommend that you 
use either one or the other, but not both. The proper 
handling of two accent colors is most difficult. 

The color schemes shown on Page 8 are worked out 
from this chart, using the particular shades that 
the housefurnishing stores and departments have 
found most popular for rugs, drapes, upholsteries 
and painted walls. But with the chart below to 
guide you, you yourself can work out color schemes 
of your own. 

In using colors in a room care should be taken to 
vary their value and intensity; that is, the blue of 
rugs, walls and draperies should be different har- 
monious shades, not all exactly the same. By value, 
we mean lightness or darkness of the shade of 
a color. By intensity we mean vividness of color.

1 . If the room you intend to decorate is dark (poorly 
illuminated), paint your walls with light colors 
such as Yellow, Sea Green, Ivory, Cream, Buff, 
Peach, or, Pink — these colors have high light-reflec- 
tion values and are considered "cheerful" colors. 
Your local electric light company will be glad to 
furnish the service of an illuminating engineer upon 
request. 

2. If the room is light (well illuminated), dark 
colors, such as Coral, Gray, Powder Blue, or Green, 
will give a more pleasing and restful effect. 

The color which woodwork or trim is painted is a 
very important item in decoration. 

1. In large rooms woodwork should generally be 
in contrast to walls because it makes the room seem 
smaller and more intimate. Ivory or Off-White is 
very beautiful against pastel colored walls because 
of the contrast. 

2. If you wish colored wood trim, use a slightly 
darker or lighter shade of the wall color. This gives 
color relation which is essential. 



1. For medium carpet shades, use light walls. This 
will give larger effect to room. 

EXAMPLE NO. 1 : Sunlight Yellow wall — soft Medium Green 

or Blue rug. See large illustration on opposite page. 
example NO. 2: Peach wall — Peach rug White woodwork. 

2. Rugs in rooms with dark walls should be lighter 
than walls. 

example: Powder Blue Walls — Beige carpet. 

1 . Using wall colors that blend with plain or small- 
patterned draperies gives a more spacious appear- 
ance to small rooms. 

2. Chintz and cretonne are very popular with 
painted walls because of warmth and interest lent 
by their patterns. The use of prints lets you combine 
all the colors found in walls, rugs, and upholstery. 

Rooms that open into one another should not nec- 
essarily be the same color, but should reflect colors 
of one another. 

example: Living Room: Green Walls — Ivory woodwork. We 
will assume that the color scheme of rugs, draperies, and up- 
holsteries is Green, Peach, and Beige. To reflect these colors 
in other rooms, the following wall colors could be selected. 
Hall: Peach wall — Ivory trim. 

Dining Room: Dado and wood trim Peach — wall Ivory. 
French Peach carpet can be used throughout. 
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Formal treatment. The upholstery is a conventional 
stripe while the wall and ceiling color is Luminall Gray.

You can paint right over wallpaper with Luminall, provided 
the paper is tight to the wall and its pattern does not "bleed" 
when moistened with the wet paint. 

This unique advantage of Luminall comes from its great hid- 
ing power made possible through the use of casein as a binder, 
and is aided by its 40-minute drying. Otherwise, to paint a room that 
has been papered usually requires that the paper be steamed off — a 
messy and somewhat expensive operation — and the application of an 
undercoat before the finish coat of paint is applied. 

Most wallpapers do not "bleed" when Luminall paint is applied. How- 
ever, it is recommended that you select some inconspicuous test area 
for a tryout before the painting is begun. Especially in a rented home 
where the existing wallpaper does not fit in with the type of furniture 
of the incoming tenant, painting with Luminall is often a happy solu- 
tion for both owner and new occupant. 

Not only may Luminall be applied over wallpaper, painted surfaces, 
plaster and a wide variety of other materials (page 14) but also the use 
of Luminall does not restrict any type of future wall treatments.

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Luminall certainly makes distinctive rooms! This time it's lovely Blue on 
the walls with the panel back of the headboard and the ceiling painted 
Peach. That's stenciling around the panel which, incidentally, gives the 
effect of an alcove. And lest you forget — Luminall paint with its lovely 
effects actually costs less; dries in 40 minutes. That's progress in paint! 
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SBonp? Shorten it 
by painting stripes or panels. 
True edges to stripes or panels 
are obtained by the use of scotch 
tape. Askyour dealer about Luminall 
fresco colors, fine for stencil work. 

3bo SMtte PtrffoMt? If your 
only pattern consists of an Ori- 
ental rug, repeat its colors by 
stenciling the window shades. 
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^Badoeb often improve a room. The simple pattern at 
top of illustration may be stencilled on at sill height. 
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Nothing to put in corners? Then paint in panels as 
shown above. The solid panel (left) is more conventional. 
The herringbone (right) is good with modern things.
